Q: In the winter months, my 


sliding glass doors frost badly. 
This starts on the metal 
frames and travels to the 
glass. I have no trouble with 
our windows, which are double- 
paned. Can this frosting be 
stopped? — Grand Rapids. 


A: The only way is to lessen 


considerably the difference in 
temperature between the cold 
frame and the glass, and the 
much warmer, damper house 
air.

through frequent ventilation on 
dry days or a debumidifier or 
both, will help. Another idea;

compared personality test rc- 
spo'nses of patients" the 
same age between 1967-69. 


The scientists said women 


patients today experience 
greater anxiety than women 
did hi the 1950s. 


Among men patients, they 


said, they found no significant 
change in the degree of psy- 
chological disturbance. 


"We believe," Rice said, 


"that these results are the 
psychological 
by-product of 


the rapid social change that 
has taken place. There has 
Been an increased tolerance 
for women to express them- 
selves more openly." 


"As this.,has become social- 


ly permissible, these wom- 
en—psychiatric patients or po- 
tential ones—who traditionally 
have difficulty showing their 
feelings, are likely to have 
.greater difficulty," he said. 


Rice and Kepecs empha- 


sized they found 
increased 


sickness only among psychia- 
tric patients, and that they 
could not say whether their 
results would hold true to the 
general population.

Dr. Otto Kress, 84, first 


,technical director and a key 
figure in development of The 
Institute of Paper Chemistry in 
Appleton, died Wednesday at his 
home in Naples, Fla. 


Through a variety of expe- 


rience in pulp and paper re-' 
search for industry and gov- 
ernment and through almost 20 
years as technical director of 
the Institute, Kress became a 
'nationally and internationally 
known figure in the field of

He graduated from Columbia! 


i University hi 1906 with jthe(

I chemistry, and was awarded th&' 
Blig Ifedal. He received the 
M.A. 
degree hi 1906 and the 


Ph.D. degree in 1909. 


In succeeding years, bs was 


in both government and indus- 
trial employment that included 
the Badishe Company, Director 
of the section of pulp and paper 
at the Forest Products Labor- 
atory at Madison, E. I. Dupont 
Company, Consolidated Water 
Power and Paper Company and 
Thilmany Pulp & Paper of 
Kaukauna. 


In 1929, 19 Wisconsin Paper 


Companies founded a new grad- 
uate school, The 'Institute of 
Paper Chemistry, and the board 
of trustees appointed Kress as 
its technical director. 


Kress began with the Institute 


at a time when it had no 
campus or buildings of its own 
and was housed in facilities on 
the second floor of the Law- 
rence University gymnasium. 
The Institute was a unique 
educational institution establish- 
ed as a partnership between 
higher education and industry.

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Nixon's Cease-Fire for Indochina 


President Nixon's "major new 


initiative for peace" in Indochina is 
exactly that. The proposals go much 
further than any previous ones. They are 
similar to those which at least meant a 
cease-fire in the Middle East 


Without any waiting, the President 


calls for a cease-fire by all troops in all 
of Indochina — Vietnam, Laos, and 
Cambodia — and negotiations to begin 


working out international supervision of 
the cease-fire. Outside forces would 
pledge not to build up strength. As the 
President said, this at least would stop 
the killing. 


Mr. Nixon called for an Indochina 


peace conference but said that the Paris 
talks should remain the primary area 
for a permanent settlement. He pointed 
out that the United States had already 
withdrawn 165,000 troops and that 
260,000 would be out by next April. He 
answered earlier questions by em- 
phasizing that all American forces 
would be withdrawn, but he put no 
timetable on that. 


The President's fourth point was that 


there must be a political solution to the 
problems of Indochina and that all the 
people of South Vietnam must -decide 
what they want for their future govern- 
ment 


Mr. Nixon said that his proposal had 


been shown to the leaders in Saigon, in 
Cambodia, and in Laos and that they 


agreed to them. It may be that the 
government of South Vietnam does feel 
it has made enough progress to take a 
chance on not having a military victory. 
The Cambodian forces so far have been 
able to withstand Communist attacks, 
and the fighting in Laos seems to have 
abated in recent weeks. In fact, it has 
sometimes appeared that the war was 
slowly fading away as predicted by some 
observers earlier. 


North Vietnamese terms have con- 


sistently been the overthrow of the 
Saigon regime and the immediate with- 
drawal of all American troops from 
South Vietnam. They may reject the 
President's proposal on those grounds. 
But the cease-fire is a major move 
toward peace — if the other side wants 
it. 


If the North Vietnamese can settle for 


something less than a military victory, 
Mr. Nixon's proposal could lead to a 
peaceful settlement. There was no saber 
rattling in this speech, no threats'of what 
might happen if the terms were not 
accepted. The President has squarely 
placed the responsibility for at least 
agreeing to find ways to a peaceful 
settlement upon the North Vietnamese. 


In another direction, Mr. Nixon has 


chosen an ideal political time for making 
the proposals in this country which could 
ease tensions on the campuses and may 
make a difference in the November 
congressional elections. 


Penny Wise, Pound Foolish 


All over the country higher taxes 


have been having their effect par- 
ticularly upon efforts to expand school 
systems, provide more funds for in- 
stitutions of higher learning, both 
private and public, and pass bond issues 
for new buildings. Locally Winneconne 
and Southern Door have for the third 
time turned down such issues for im- 
portant building needs, the costs of 
which will only increase with delay. 


But a school in St. Louis has taken a 


drastic step to try to influence voters. 


The Hadewood Board of Education 


had requested a $5.54 additional taxlevy 
upon district residents because of in- 
creased costs of operating the schools. 
Twice the levy was turned down by the 
voters. A third referendum is to be held 
Nov. 5. The Board of Education has 
ordered that the 22 elementary and 
.secondary schools in the district be 
closed from Oct. 15 until the results of 
vote are counted. It argues that "our 
operating balances will be depleted and 
we will have to close the doors." 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 


editorially has opposed the move and 
suggests that there are state funds that 
should be in the hands of the Board at 
present and that the decision may in- 
stead be a pressuring of voters. This 


- may be quite possible. As some ad- 
vocates of the levy have pointed out, 


with children home for three weeks with 
nothing to do, perhaps increases • in 
vandalism and the - possibilities that 
without the levy the schools would at 
least have to close early next spring and 
a considerable amount of state aid would 
be forfeited, voters are more likely to 
reconsider previous "no" votes. • 


But unfortunately many of those who 


vote against increased levies or school 
bond issues are those who no longer have 
children in school. They are little af- 
fected by early closings, staggered class 
schedules, inadequate facilities. Many, 
too, are on pensions or Social Security 
payments which have not kept up with 
the rising cost of living. They may be 
wrong in their decisions but they cannot 
be totally blamed. 


But the history • to 'date of such 


referendums in most places is that they 
eventually do pass but sadly much 
smaller facilities are bought for more 
money than would have happened had 
the first referendums been approved. 


It is highly possible lhat a number of 


other school districts in Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania and Oregon are going to face 
the same problem that has afflicted 
Hazlewood and school doors will close 
early or in the middle of a term. There 
simply is no solution to rising taxes, 
rising costs of living or the needs of 
education. 


Segregation in Schools 


The Nixon Administration has gone 


on record as differentiating between de 
jure segregation in the schools—that 
created by laws—and de facto 
segregation which may come about by 
the maintenance of neighborhood 
schools but is the result of housing 
patterns. But a decision by a hearing 
examiner for the Department of Health,. 
Education and Welfare seems to add to- 
the confusion. 


The decision involves alleged 


segregation in the school district of 
Ferndale, Mich. The examiner found 
that the district was violating federal 
civil rights laws in that it pkced all but 
31 of the 3% black youngsters in the area 
in one elementary school. If the appeal 
by the school board is denied, the district 
will lose $275,000 in Federal aid. 


The examiner traced the segregation 


back to the building of the U. S. Grant 
school in 1926 where the district sent 
black students after a racial distur- 
bance. 


"The school board's course of con- 


duct for 44 years has been consistently 
one of segregating the Xegro children 
residing in the Grant area and the 
township from the Ferndale city 
elementary schools," the examiner 
reported. "Further it must be found that 
the course of conduct of the school board 


was consistent with the pattern of 


- private discrimination and public action 
that created and maintained racially 
separate black and white residential 
neighborhoods and that the residential 
segregation and the school segregation 
each supported the other." 


This would seem to mean that at least 


some of the school segregation resulted 
from laws. But the government had 
further charged that there was de jure 
segregation 
because 
of racially 


segregated residential areas and this the 
examiner rejected. "While the evidence 
is sufficient to find that racially 
motivated actions of private persons and 
political entities other than the school 
district were the principal cause of the 
residential racial segregation such de 
jure residential segregation in and of 
itself 
(does not create) de jure 


segregation of the public schools where 
the student assignment system is based 
on the segregated residential pattern.'' 


This would appear to mean that the 


segregation in Ferndale may be in part 
based upon arbitrary assignments made 
for racial purposes by the school board. 
But it also appears that some of it is also 
caused by the housing patterns and that. 
is the de facto kind that Mr. Nixon has 
specifically exempted from his policies 
of promoting integration.

Broad Question 


Mr. Eban was asked by a 


young panelist whether it was 
inconsistent 
for 
some 


Americans to take a bug-out • 
position on Vietnam, while 
being hawkish on Israel. He 
replied most thoughtfully: 
"The problem is not so much 
Vietnam; it's a broader 
question—what 
kind 
of 


America will exist. And there 
are two trends in American 
history: there is the trend 
towards responsibility and 
commitment—and there is the 
trend towards withdrawal and 
isolation... I... understand 
those who say that if you want 
America to show a spirit of 
commitment and respon- 
sibility in one issue, then you 
•would be careful not to take an 
attitude of withdrawal and 
folding up the tent in 
another." 


And bringing the argument 


home, "There are (those) who 
believe that if the United 
States allowed Israel to be 
eliminated,... nobody would 
have any trust in American 
security commitments any- 
where else." "Like Viet- 
nam?" I interrupted. "Yes, 
and Asia, Europe, Latin 
America," said Mr. Eban. 
"People would say, if you 
didn't care about Israel, why 
should you care about Berlin, 
or about NATO countries or 
even about Latin America. So, 
there would be a complete 
collapse of the credibility of 
the American deterrent. And 
American security is based on 
that." Amen!

attracted a good deal of 
sympathy. This reporter has 
lived in Madison since student 
years and has felt the sting of 
the assessor's reexamination 
of his home lately. 


Without disparaging in the 


least the inherent difficulties 
in the assessment process or 
the diligence of the assessor's 
office, I would without 
hesitation accept from any 
potential buyer the price that 
the assessor has put on our 
home— translating what city 
hall has said is its practice of 
assessing at about two-thirds 
of market value — if alter- 
native and reasonably com- 
parable " quarters 
were 


available elsewhere. 


The problems of Madison 


are typical in related aspects. 
The taxpayer who is so in- 
dignant about the cost of the 
local government is typically 
absent when the decisions are 
made that gives him a stan- 
dard of urban service that is 
undoubtedly superior to that 
offered in most cities, •»?«! 
surely far beyond the most 
optimistic dreams of his 
father and grandfather. 


Adjustments Bring Shock • 
The city assessors who labor 


so mightily on a job that may 
be compared with that of the . 
dentist in some of its less 
pleasant aspects are aware, 
nevertheless, 
that their 


performance 
leaves 


something to be desired. The 
obvious error in Madison has 
been to review assessments at 
such long intervals that when 
the recalculations are made, 
in a period of rapid inflation, 
the adjustments inevitably, 
bring shock, anger and in- 
credulity. 


A more subtle problem is 


• the typical decision of the city 
administration to assess at a' 
comparatively low ratio of 
true value—accepting its own 
definition of the latter — as a 
kind of oblique pressure tactic 
to hold down the tax rate. 


The sophistication of the 


property owner with respect 
to the machinery of taxation 
of his home, especially, has 
improved considerably. Yet 
there is a tendency to compare 
rates. If Madison had a 100 per 
cent valuation assessment, it 
would surely mean an im- 
mediate and substantial drop 
in the tax rate which is now 
conspicuously high among 
economically 
similar 


municipalities. That would 
immediately tempt the ad- 
ministration to surrender to 
constantly 
and 
growing 


spending pressures. 


As matters now stand, the 


constituent taxpayer com- 
pares his high rate with the 
seemingly lower rate of Uncle 
Charlie in another Wisconsin 
locality, and his alderman 
knows he is doing so. 


This is not to say that the 


lower valuation, high rate 
tradition of Madison was 
deliberate. It was no doubt 
historical accident, even as a 
reverse policy in other 
localities was accidental. 


Boasted of Low Rate 


I remember a mayor in a 


city where I learned the 
rudiments 
of 
city hall • 


reporting who was kept in 
office for a couple of decades 
because he could boast of a 
very low tax rate, 
com- 


paratively. But his com- - 
munity also had a precedent, 
originating.before his time, of 
a higher ratio of assessment.

Five elementary schools in- 


the diocese closed their doors. 
which did cause a decrease in 


overall enrollments, but ac- 
cording to the education* offi- 
cials, many of the children 
transfered to other Catholic 
schools. 


Closed this yearwere St. 


Patrick, Green Bay, with 275 
pupils; Sacred Heart, Two 
Rivers, 115; St. Augustine, 
Wausaukee, 81; and St. Kilian, 
New Franken, 124.
